Inaugural Address. 


Delivered by the Mayor, Hon. Fremont D. Bart- 
lett, March 30, 1908.

Gentlemen of the City Council: 


By the returns of our last municipal election we find we have 
been chosen by our fellow citizens to assume the responsibilities 
and undertake the duties of administering the affairs of the City 
of Berlin for the ensuing year, and we have assembled here this 
morning to take the oath of office and to organize a new city gov- 
ernment for that purpose. It is my desire and should be the de- 
sire of each member of this Council, that this year’s administra- 
tion should be a success, but gentlemen remember that success or 
failure will depend in a large degree upon the men you select to 
have charge of the various departments. Ability and fitness for 
the position they are called to fill should be carefully considered 
by you who are responsible for their selection. All political differ- 
ences should be buried; all personal grievances should be laid 
aside ; all thoughts concerning friends, fear or favor, should not be 
considered, and we should one and all feel from this time on that 
we are the servants not of a party but of the citizens and taxpayers 
of the City of Berlin, and should, therefore, be animated by the 
one purpose to serve them faithfully and well. Let your good 
judgment prevail. Keep in mind only the prosperity and welfare 
of our city and you will make no great mistake in your selections. 


Economy. 


There are times when all business concerns and corporations call 
for a strict study of economy. The City of Berlin is simply a great’ 
business corporation. The taxpayers and the citizens are the 
stockholders. No dividend will be declared, but an assessment is 
about to be made sufficient to raise from one hundred twenty-five 
to one hundred thirty thousand dollars to be expended by the 
trustees or directors of this corporation. You gentlemen have 
been elected by the stockholders of this corporation as directors to 
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see that this money is properly expended and it should be your con- 
stant aim to see to it that this money is carefully and judiciously 
expended and that the taxpayers of Berlin get full value received 
for each dollar. 


The business conditions of our country, the effects of which we 
are just feeling here in Berlin, the heavy loss of property by fire 
and the financial conditions of our city create a general demand 
for the study of strict economy. It, therefore, becomes the duty 
of each of us to exercise toward this corporation the same strict 
attention to business, to prudence, to economy, to judgment that 
we would exercise toward our own private affairs. A bill pre- 
sented for payment against the City of Berlin should be as care- 
fully looked over before being approved for payment as would 
your own grocery bill, and all work and business transacted 
should be followed along this same line. You must see to it 
gentlemen of the Council that strict economy is practiced in all 
departments. Economy does not mean the expenditure of the 
smallest amount of money, but there should be a united effort on 
the part of all to obtain a fair equivalent for every dollar of the 
taxpayers’ money used. 


Public Schools. 


Any one who loves our country and is desirous of maintaining in 
the future the high rank we now hold as being the greatest coun- 
try on earth should love our schools, for upon our boys and girls 
depends the great responsibility of maintaining the future dignity 
and greatness of our nation. Our schools, schoolhouses and equip- 
ment of today rank among the best in the state, and the retiring 
mayor, city council, board of education, citizens and taxpayers of 
the City of Berlin have a right to be proud of them. There is no 
question but what each grade is doing faithful and efficient work, 
and our teachers are among the best that can be secured. In 
almost every community there are a few who are opposed to 
modern educational methods. To such people I would suggest 
that you take a half day and visit our schools, especially the lower 
grades. Mr. Whitcher, our genial superintendent, will gladly 
show you through and explain the work with pride, and I feel sure 
you will return home a surprised and wiser man. I recommend 
that suitable fire escapes be placed upon our school buildings where 
needed and all sanitary defects be properly attended to and every- 
thingin reason be done for the safety and convenience of our 
scholars. 
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Streets and Sidewalks. 


For the last few years there has been quite a feeling among the 
taxpayers of Berlinthat this department of our city government 
has not always been properly managed. No matter how much 
good judgment and wise deliberation may have been manifested, 
the fact remains that the result has often met with unfavorable 
criticism. I notice the retiring finance committee has recom- 
mended the appropriation of £20,500 as follows :

This amount of money invested in labor will furnish work for 
sixty-five men six months out of the year with an average of $2.00 
per day. I just mention this fact to set you to thinking what the 
results should be. Gentlemen I would like to see some man placed 
at the head of this department who is fully competent and qualified 
to fill the position, who would exact full value received for every 
dollar expended, who would require his men to commence work at 
7 o’clock in the morning and work the same number of hours with 
the same diligence and attention to business as they would if work- 
ing for any other concern or corporation. I think this kind of 
management would greatly strengthen the results of this depart- 
ment of our government. 


Sewers. 


I do not believe this department should in ary way be neglected, 
nor do I believe that it isright for the citizens to expect all the 
sewers required should be built in one year. I notice the retiring 
finance committee have recommended $8,000 for this *depart- 
ment, and this amount of money judiciously expended should make 
quite an improvement. I am not at present familiar enough with 
the demands of our sewage system to recommend where the money 
should be expended, but will admit it be placed where it will do the 
most good. 


Fire Department. 


After careful thought and consideration some move must be 
made regarding this department of our business. It is a fact that 
we have one of the most modern fire departments in the state, and 
have spent several thousand dollars installing,“equipping and main- 
taining the same. It is also a fact that we are now paying the same 
rate of insurance today that we paid before spending this large 
amount of money

It seems that a few years ago while under the old fire depart- 
ment system that the insurance companies advanced the rate 20 
percent. This so aroused the city government and taxpayers of 
Berlin that the present arrangement, at a large expenditure of 
money, was brought about. The rate was reduced for awhile, but 
lately has been put back where it was years ago. Now whatis the 
trouble and what is the remedy? 

During the month of October, 1907, the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters sent a party of expert engineers here who made a 
very careful survey and inspection of our fire fighting facilities, 
and since that time have issued a.report kn»wn as ‘‘Report No. 61 
Berlin, N. H.’’ It isa very valuable report to any one interested 
in the welfare of our city, as it gives in detail all information con- 
cerning this subject. I recommend that every member of this city 
council, or any party or parties who are interested in this line of 
work read this report carefully, and I especially cali your attention 
to recommendations on pages 15 and 16, also general summary on 
page 18. Afewof these recommendations directly concern the 
city fire department and should, and probably will, receive -your 
consideration as soon as possible after organizing, as the most of 
them can be remedied by a little attention and a very small expen- 
diture of money. 


Taxes. 


I notice by the city treasurer’s report that there is $54,143.08 of 
uncollected taxes, which amount is called resources. The accumula- 
tion of this amount extends back eight years. I presume a portion 
of the above is an actual 1esource, while a large per cent of it is 
valuable only asa showing on paper. Especial effort on your part 
should be made to have as much of this amount collected as is 
legally due the city of Berlin. Of the above amount $29,643.97 is 
due from last year’s taxes and $4,274.20 is uncollected poll tax. It 
seems surprising that there should be so large amount of uncol- 
lected poll tax as it was always expected that a special effort should 
be made to collect this class of tax, and according to an old saying, 
is where the collector earns his salary as the property tax will 
collect itself. 

I do not believe it is good business management to go on electing 
the same collector year after year and he continually increasing his 
indebtedness to the city each year. I, therefore, recommend, and 
surely hope that this government will not take any action as to the 
selection of a tax collector until some ordinance can be passed or 
some arrangement brought about that will obligate the collector of 
taxes for the year 1908 to make a settlement in full to the City of 
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Berlin at the close of this fscal year. I do not knowas this is prac- 
tical or can be done, but I would like to see it tried. 


Poor Department. 


This department of our city government should always receive 
careful thought and strict attention as I believe that everything in 
reason should be done for our poor unfortunate people to make 
them as comfortable and happy as possible. Assistance should 
first be rendered and then careful investigation made as to their 
conditions. It takes a good deal of time and careful work to pro- 
perly attend to and trace the pauper settlement in many cases, but 
as a whole, ina community like ours, the direct liability against 
the city should be very smal’. 


Conclusion. 


The conditions and many propositions you are to encounter 
demand sober reflection and a firm purpose, but remember that 
courage and perseverance in the right spirit will overcome al} 
obstacles in your way. Every taxpayer is entitled to his rights. 
Be square, honorable, firm and considerate to them all and you 
should have their united support. I am deeply sensible of my own 
obligation to the citizens of Berlin, anditis my earnest endeavor 
to do my part of the work in such a way as will prove myself 
worthy of their confidence, and you gentlemen of the city council 
. may depend upon me at all times in any and every effort you may 
make to promote the best interests of our city and to make this 
year’s administration a success. It is very important that we be 
united in our work, asin unity there is strength, and undivided 
responsibilities do not bring about proper results. 


Ordinances.

AN ORDINANCE relating to public streets, saloons, billiard and 
pool rooms, and bowling alleys in the City of Berlin. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Berlin, as follows : 
SECTION 1. All saloons, billiard and pool rooms shall be closed 
af the hour of eleven o'clock at the night of eacli week day. 
Sec. 2. All bowling alleys shall be closed at the hour of eleven- 
thirty of the clock at the night of each week day. 
Sec. 3. No saloon, billiard, pool room or bowling alley shall be 
kept open for any purposes on Sundays or Legal Holidays. 
Sec. 4. No person shall stand or loaf upon any bridge, street 
corner, sidewalk or other public way to the annoyance of others. 
Sec. 5. Any violation of the above provisions shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding ($20) twenty dollars. 
Sec. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
this are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE relating to the erection and maintenance of tele- 
graph, electric light, telephone, street railway, and all other 
poles within said City of Berlin. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Berlin, as follows : 

Section 1. All telegraph, electric light, telephone, street rail- 
way, and all other poles now or which may hereafter be erected 
upon any street, alley, lane, avenue or highway within the limits 
of said City, shall be round, perfectly straight, free from bunches 
and bark, and shall be painted a uniform color, to be determined 
upon by the City Engineer. All poles now standing within the 
said City shall be painted within thirty days of the passage of the 
ordinance, 
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Sec. 2. No person, corporation or company shall erect a pole or 
poles upon any street, highway, avenue, alley or lane withiu the 
limits of said City, without first obtaining a permit from the City 
Council and such pole or poles shall be erected under the super- 
vision of the City Engineer, and shall be painted within fifteen days 
of such erection. 

Sec. 3. Any person, company or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of the foregoing ordinance ‘shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding twenty ($20.00) dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 4. All ordinance or parts of. ordinance inconsistent with 
this are hereby repealed.

SxcTiIon 1. On the fifteenth day of December 1908, and on said 
date during every year thereafter, the tax collector of said City 
shall furnish to the City Solicitor of said City, a full and complcte 
list of all delinquent taxpayers, both poll and real estate. 

Sec. 2. Upon receipt of such list it shall be,the duty of the City 
Solicitor to notify by mail all persons, companies, Or corporations 
in arrears. 

Sec. 3. Said City Solicitor shall receive as compensation for 
such special work, a sum not to exceed twenty-five dollars, with 
necessary postage and stationery. 

Suc. 4. This ordinance shall take effect on its passage.

Cemetery Association. 


Rules and Regulations of the Berlin Improvement Society 
and Annual Report. ; 


SECTION 1. The Berlin City Cemetery shall be under the super- 
intendence and control of a board of three persons, consisting of a 
President, Secretary and ‘Treasurer, and shall be known as the Ber- 
lin Cemetery Improvement Society, of which the Mayor shall be 
an ex-officio chairman, to whom shall be entrusted the entire 
management and exclusive control and improvement of said ceme- 
tery subject to the control and direction of the city council, but no 
charge or expense to the city shall at any time be created or incur- 
red by them in the premises without the authority or approval of 
the city council of the city of Berlin. 

Sec. 2. All applications for the purchase of cemetery lots shall 
be made to the President of the Improvement society, having 
charge of the cemetery, who shall give to the person applying on 
order on the city clerk for a deed, stating the number of the lot 
and its price. The city clerk upon the receipt of such an order and 
satisfactory evidence that the price has been paid shall deliver a 
deed of such lot, signed by the mayor and countersigned by the 
city clerk, to the person so applying. 

Sec. 3. The owner of any lot shall have the right to use the 
same for the burial of the dead, for the erection of suitable stones, 
monuments or tombs, for cultivation of shrubs, plants and flowers, 
subject to the supervision of the committee. 

Sec. 4. If any lot or avenue shall be injured or materially in- 
commoded by means of any shrubbery or other object in or upon 
an adjacent lot, the owners shall be required to have it removed 
and in case of failure to do so it shall be the duty of the committee 
to cause it to be removed. 

Sec. 5. If and effigy or structure of any kind, which may be 
placed upon any lot, shall be decided by the committee to be 
offensive it shall be the right and duty of said committee to cause 
such objects to be removed, and no fence shall be placed or erected 
on or around any lot. 

Sec. 6. The price of single lots (10x20) shall be ten dollars ($10), 
no lot shall be sold farless than its appraised value. All money 
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arising from the sale of lots in said cemetery shall be used for im- 
proving and ornamenting the cemetery grounds. 

Sec. 7. Acertain portion of the cemetery shall be set apart for 
a common burial ground in which strangers and persons of the city 
other than owners of lots may be buried. No person shail take or 
hold any lot for free burial purposes except designated places as 
shall be determined by the committee. A person wishing only a 
Single grave can purchase the same for the sum of three dollars 
($3 00) in such place as shall be determined by the committee. 

Sec. 8. A person wishiny a grave dug, or work of any kind done 
on his lot must present his deed to the sexton or person having 
charge of the cemetery before the work is commenced, to prevent 
mistakes.

BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1909. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 


As a matter of duty we herewith submit our report for the year 
1908 and in so doing we would recommend that there is very much 
need of acity registry where all transfers of property should be 
recorded according to law for the convenience of the board of 
assessors and for the safeguarding of ihe city’s revenue. 

We encountered much trouble and delay in finding the right 
owners of property, more especially the owners of vacant lots and 
unimproved land, also money at interest. In the case of pledged 
bank stock we would recommend that it be reported as pledged at 
some given date as early as possible after the board qualifies for 
duty. 

We believe that the matter of money at interest and bank stock 
should not be neglected as it generally has been, to the great 
annoyance of the board of assessors, causing a large amount of 
work and numerous errors. 

Finally we do not believe that the owners of bank stock should 
have unlimited time to come before the board and swear it pledged, 
_ We desire to express our gratitude for the favors and assistance 
we received from the citizens in general while in the performance 
of our duties as assessors.

A hearing has been held in the case of Emily C. Paine which was 
an appeal from the laying out and the assessment of damages for 
land taken in connection with the contemplated road over Cates 
Hill. 

After this hearing the County Commissioners filed a report in 
which they ordeied the road to be laid out and Mrs. Paine awarded 
$200 damages. Ido not understand that the said Emily C. Paine 
desires this road to cross her land and while it might be somewhat 
presumptious on my part, I feel justified in recommending that an 
appeal be taken from the 1eport filed by the commissioners, anda 
request be made that the matter be laid before a jury, or the road 
discontinued as the expense of maintaining and constructing such 
a road is enorm»us and should be given careful consideration. 

The matter of John D. Lary against the City which was pending 
at the time I made my last report, originated from the extension of 
Pleasant street whereby the city made use of property owned by 
the said Lary and awarded him forty-five hundred dollars, for the 
same. Subsequent to that report he instituted a second suit against 
the City by reason of this matter and after careful investigation by 
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the committee appointed to look into the same it was decided to 
pay the petitioner a further sum of five hundred dollars making a 
total of five thousand dollars for both suits,in consideration of which 
he released all claims which he might have had against the City of 
Berlin by reason of said extension and taking property owned by 
him, giving in addition a deed of said property. 

The case of Demers Nedeau arose from the extension of York 
street, and was investigated by the same committee, and the peti- 
tioner was allowed eight hundred doTlars in full satisfaction of any 
and all land which the City used in making said extension, and in 
addition quitclaimed his right to the land to the City. 

The case of Cyril Brooks in an action for trespass against the 
City whereby he maintains that the City has converted to its use 
certain land on Main street. The case is still pending in the 
Superior Court. 

The petition of the late Sarah Wertheim was an appeal from the 
assassment of taxes, and upon a hearing in the Supernor Court the 
presiding justice issued an order that the assessed valuation be 
reduced from fourteen thousand dollars to thirteen thousand 
dollars. 

The petition of Harris Wertheim was one of similar nature and 
after the decision in the foregoing case the latter was settled by 
agreement, the valuation being reduced from ten thousand dollars 
to seventy-five hundred dollars. 

The case of C. C. Gerrish & Co. was also an appeal from the 
assesment of taxes and upon a hearing during the April term of 
the Superior Court the valuation was ordered reduced from twenty- 
five thousand dollars to twenty thousand dollars. 

The case of Charles F. Jolbert was a petition asking for the 
removal of a sewer which the plaintiff contended the defendant 
maintained illeyally through his premises, and upon a lengthy 
hearing the Court found that the City was on the plaintiff’s prop- 
erty without right and ordered the removal of the sewer.

The case of Foss T. McNally was similar to those he has had 
against the City for damage to his property known as the New 
Revere House. It was deemed advisable by the City Council to 
appoint a committee to look into the matter, and this committee 
decided to refer the matter to abritrators and this was done by 
agreement with the plaindff, and a hearing was held before Charles 
S. Clarke, George W. Gordon and Wilfred A. Hodgdon, and they 
awarded McNally nine hundred fifty-three dollars and fifty cents. 
The new sewer which has been laid in that vicinity will undoubtedly 
prevent further trouble. 

The cases of Joseph Clouthier, Anna Lessard, Harry Hazzard, 
Lawson C. Beattie, George Kk, Oswell and Francis X. McHale are 
all for alleged damages to the property of the various plaintiffs, 
caused as they claim, by flowage of surface water upon these 
premises. 

The case of Harry Hazzard was one caused by the plugging up 
of the surface drain and inasmuch as the drain in question has been 
repaired thecommittee appointed by the Mayor deemed it advisable 
to settle the case for seventy-five dollars, being about the «ictual 
amount of damaye which the plaintiff sustained. 

The case of George E. Oswell was settled by the committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to look into these matters, for one hundred 
dollars, they having been of the opinion that the plaintiff sustained 
this amount of damage and owing to the further fact that there 
might be some question of liability on the part of the City. I under- 
stand further that conditions affecting this case have also been 
remedied, so that a recurrence of this matter is not likely. 

The case of John Goebel against the City was also one brought 
to recover damages for alleged neglijzence on the part of the City 
for allowing surface water to run on his land, but this suit was 
settled after a conference between Mr. Goebel and the committee. 
The City desired a right of. way through his property for the new 
sewer which was laid in that vicinity with a right to forever main- 
tain and repair the same, and paid Mr. Guebel two hundred dollars 
for such a privilege and as a further consideration he dismissed the 
Suit against the City. . 

The case ot Llewellyn Morse is one where the plaintiff’s sleigh 
and harness were damaged on Main street by reason of anaccident, 
for which he alleges the City is responsible. 
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The case of David Guay is an action in tresspass against the City 
wherein the plaintiff alleges that the defendant has converted to its 
use certain land belonging to him and situated on Hillside avenue, 

The case of Simon and H. E. Stahl is an appeal from the assess- 
ment of taxes. 

All of the above cases will be in order for trial at the April term 
of the Superior Court. 

The second case of Peter Levasseur is one similar to the suit 
which was pending April Ist, 1908, and both were tried inthe 
Superior Court and judgments were rendered against the City. 
Uponan appeal to the Supreme Court these decisions were reversed 
and judgment ordered for the defendant in both cases. 

After numerous conferences relative to the four suits which were 
instituted against the United States Fidelity & Guaranty Co. of 
Baltimore, Maryland, to recover on certain bonds, I effected a 
settlement of all four cases, with the approval of the Mayor and 
City Council, for eight thousand two hundred and fifty dollars, 
($8250.) 

During the past year considerable effort was made through this 
office to have the Grand Trunk Railway System establish gates or 
some other method of protection at the crossings on Hillside Ave- 
nue, Willard Street, High Street, Pleasant Street and Main Street, 
and the officials of the road came here twice and investigated the 
matter. Propositions were submitted to the City Council by them, 
but were rejected, and in accordance with a vote taken by the 
Council, I appealed to the State Board of Railroad Commissioners; 
but they informed me that they had no jurisdiction over the matter 
at the present time. I, therefore, instituted a suit against the Rail- 
road in accordance with a section of the Public Statutes ,overning 
such matters and the case is now pending. 

The city is also plaintiff in actions against Joseph Guay and Ella 
M. Beattie for taxes claimed to have been illegally abated. These 
cases will be in order for trial at the April Term of the Superior 
Court. 

In addition to the above litigation considerable attention has 
been given to the preparation and trial of cases in the Police Court.

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Report of Library Trustees. 


BiRLin, N. H., February 15,,1909, 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City C ouncil of the City of Berlin: 

The trustees of the Free Public Library of the City of Kerlin 
herewith submit their sixteenth annual report of the financial con- 
dition of this department together with other information and sug- 
gestions and append hereto the report of the librarian. 

The affairs of this department have, in the main, progressed ina 
satisfactory manner throughout the vear. Both the librarian, Miss 
Boothby, and the assistant librarian, Miss Hutchinson, have been 
faithful and efficient in their duties and have worked in all ways 
for the behefit of the library patronizing public. During the sum- 
mer of 1908 Miss Hutchinson took an extended course at the Cha- 
tauqua Institute at Chatauqua, N. Y. for the purpose of further 
training in her work. 

The trustees feel that the janitor work in the care of the library 
building should be done without expense to the city. The central 
fire station is located directly across the street from the library and 
the fire department could, in our opinion, without inconvenience, 
care for this building and thus save to the city the amount we are 
now paying for janitor service. We attempted to bring about this 
arrangement last fall but owing to the fire department failing to 
co-operate with us we were unable to do so.. We would call this 
matter to the attention of the Mayor and Council and request that 
they look into the proposition and see if some arrangement cannot 
be made 

In the spring of 1908 we requested a special appropriation of 
$400 to furnish the room in the basement for a children’s room, but 
the Council felt that the amount could not be consistently appro- 
priated at that time. We again urge upon you the necessity of 
this work being done at an early date and trust that you may see 
fit to make such an appropriation this spring so that the present 
crowded condition may be relieved. 

With care and economy the regular appropriation of $1700 can be 
made to pay the running expenses of the library, but it leaves only 
a comparatively small amount for the purchase of new books. The 
library should have at least $2,000 for its regular appropriation in 
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order to pay running expenses and increase the efficiency of the 
department in a reasonable way. We desire to ask that this 
amount be appropriated for the coming year.

We gratefully acknowledge the privileges of inter-library loans 
from the Boston (Mass.) Public library and the New Hampshire 
State library. 

The statistics as to the number of pockets in use do not show the 
actual increase in number of registered patrons, as. over three 
hundred and fifty old pockets have been destroyed this year, and 
the numbers recorded to be given out to new patrons. 

The picture collection has been enlarged by aiding such stereo- 
graphs as best illustrate the various industries studied in the grade 
schools. The teachers have found these very satisfactory, and the 
general public, as well as the students, would find stereographic 
views of trav le aid in reference work 

The reference department has made the usual healthy progress, 
The students have seemed this year to know more about doing 
reference work in a systametic way. It is to be regretted that the 
library cannot have an attendant whose sole duties shall be to 
develop and improve this phase of the work. 

Our plea for the coming year, in addition to our annual and time- 
honored request for a ventilator, is an earnest and ardent one for 
more money. Could the city council realize our great need, the 
appropriation for 1909, we are sure, would not be less than $2000.00, 
We need extra funds this year to bind the many magazines which 
now occupy so much space in the basement. Much unnecessary 
labor and time are expended in hardling volumes which should be 
shelved in the reference room. We need more money to buy adult 
books. ‘'The Circulating Library’’ has, to some extent, lessened 
the demand for late fiction, but there are still many more calls than 
we can satisfy. It would not be desirable, perhaps, to purchase 
duplicate copies, even had we the funds, but monthly, or more 
frequent installments of reasonable size would help solve the prob- 
lem. After the bindery bill of $50, and the magazine subscription 
bill of $50 have been deducted, the $500 allowed as a book fund 
becomes very insufficient in a library of this size. 

But above all, we need money for furnishing the new room in 


ee 
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the basement, for the children. The work in this department is 
suffering. Last year we reported an increase of over 1500 in the 
juvenile circulation, and this year we must report a most deplor- 
able decrease of 650. We had done all that was possible in the 
present quarters and the children were justly expecting what had 
been promisedthem. Had this new room been ready for occupancy 
when the schools opened in September the work could have been 
carried on as planned. At present books are stacked on top of the 
cases for want of shelf room, and we have no “‘story hour’’ to attract 
and entertain the small patrons. TJhis feature was discontinued 
because we could not possibly accommodate 250 children in our 
room planned for fifty. This need is not new, nor unknown, and 
that the cause is worthy of support has been proved by the success 
in the past.

The twenty-fourth annual report of the Department of Educa- 
tion is herewith submitted by the committee for the year 1909-10.

The past year has been one of advancement in the rounding 
up of plans already under way and has shown clearer than before 
the firm basis upon which the whole system of Berlin’s public 
schools rests. 

We have been unusually fortunate in retaining a very large per 
cent of last year’s teachers, and this is largely owing to our plan of 
salary advancement, *ased upon the rec gnition of worth as well 
as length of service. The point of most rapd development this 
year has been in the High school, and so rapid has been its growth 
that another year will see our new building filled almost to overflow- 
ing. It is now evident that a permanent full-time teacher must be 
secured next year in acdidition to the regular number employed this 
year. There is every reason to expect at least 210 pupils in next 
September's enrollment; an increase of three hundred and fifty per 
cent in six years. 


s Financial. 


The financial side of the work we believe has been very satisfac- 
tory. The accounts this year as well as last have been kept by the 
pupils of the Commercial course of the High school, under the 
supervision of the superintendent, and the system of accounts are 
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now models of conciseness, yet are complete and give at a glance 
the exact standing not only of the department, but of each separate 
subdivision. This enables us not only to keep well within our esti- 
mates, but has alsomade the detection of overcharges and other 
errors possible. The advantage to the commercial pupils is very 
great. Itis their business to see that certain regular bills are 
made out, are approved, and presented to the city council for pay- 
ment. Thereis aregular.routine of recording, posting and veri- 
fying of these accounts, and since all of this is rea] business with 
real people and must be passed upon, first by the commercial 
teacher, next by the superintendent, next by the Board of Educa- 
tion, and finally by the committee on accounts and cleims, it 
necessarily follows that a premium is placed upon accuracy, Very 
few errors are found in the work, and we feel convinced that when 
these pupils graduate they will be able to fill responsible positions 
satisfactorily. 
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The chief overdrafts are as follows, and although the total un- 
derdraft exceeds the total overdraft by” $759.81, yet an explanation 
of the larger overdraits is in order. 

Under the head of equipment are included that for the chemical 
laboratory, physics laboratory, Mechanic Arts shop,.and commer- 
cial room, as well as the usual schoolroom equipment of desks, 
seats, etc. In chemical equipment our expenditures are slightly 
under the estimate, but in the physical laboratory it was found 
necessary to secure some apparatus not included in our estimate, 
and this because the classes were larger than were expected. In 
the commercial department there were so many in the typewriting 
classes that it became necessary to add two typewriters. The 
chief overrun, however, is inthe Mechanic Arts department and in 
construction and repairs. The development of the former has been 
so unusual and the success so great that, in order to give the boys 
taking that course a reasonable opportunity to perfect their train- 
ing, an additional engine-lathe Was absolutely necessary, anda 
bench planer equally needed. One of these machines was included 
in the estimate, the other was not, but both are now in constant 
use and will be so long as forty or more boys elect this practica} 
form of education. 


Under transportation there is a seeming overdraft, but in reality 
such is not the case. The so-called Wheeler school being disconti- 
nued, the pupils from that district are now transported to the 
city schools, so that this $125 of seeming overdraft should come out 
of the unexpended balance for salaries, because a teacher was dis- 
pensed with whvse salary would have been a little more than $125. 
The largest apparent errorin the estimate is in construction and 
repairs, but this overrun of $506.63 includes an item of $197.74 left 
from the unpaid bils of the High School Construction Account of 
1907, $92.83 for boller-room fire proofing done in 1% 6, but not pro- 
vided for by any appropriation of the City Council, and three items 
of 1epaiis, one of which amounting to $176.97, was made necessary 
by the formal complaint of the Board of Health concerning the 
plumbing at the Cole school house; one of $118.08 for painting the 
exterior of the Brown school house; and one for $112.20 for painting 
the Cole school house. These school houses had not been painted 
for from seven to ten years, and their present appearance com- 
pared with that previous to painting must justify the expenditure. 
Another item tor which no estimate was made was the cost of 
grading the High school iot. It was expected that this work would 
be provided for by a special appropriation, but when the last weeks 
of October came, and the same unsightly rocks and rubbish were 
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the only evidenccs of a possible next year’s lawn we felt obliged to 
complete the work. One item in this connection, namely, the 
granite curb parallel with the line next to Mr. Haggart’s, we 
believe will prevent water from flowing on to adjoining lots, and 
thus save future damage suits, a matter of no small importance 
in Berlin. This grading thus far completed has cost $272.60, not 
counting at least $100 worth of work done by the janitors during 
the vacation. This entire outlay of $968.42 we considered neces- 
sary, and in the end a saving to the city. 

We invite your attention to the acknowledged high standing of 
ourschools. Noone can be ignorant of the fact that they stand 
close to the top inefficiency. Where ever we go in New England 
the reputation of our schools has gone ou’, and this to the credit of 
thecity. Inthe line of industrial education, that is manual training 
and Mechanic Arts, they are probably unexcelled in the United 
States for general educational efficiency, and are rapidly becoming 
known as models of what this work ought to be. In proof 
of this we refer you to the last report of the Bureau of Labor, and 
to that of the State Supt. of Public Instruction, and further to the 
fact that superintende: ts of schools visit or write us for the purpose 
of getting data to enable them to introduce similar work in their 
towns.

Superintendent’s Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1909. 
To the Board of Education: " 


It is now five years since the work of reorganization of the public 
schools of this city came into my hands, and during that time many 
changes have been made in the general plan; the most convincing 
proof of progress that we have is perhaps the fact that pupils stay 
in school and come into the High school year after year, better and 
better prepared to take up and master the more exacting work. 

Last year 98 percent and this year 100 percent of those promoted 
from the eighth grade entered the High school. Last year a few, 
chiefly from disinclination to work were dropped, but this year 
every pupil has remainedgin the Freshman Class, thus far. Five 
years ago there were 59 pupils in the High School; now there are 
174; then about 35 per cent. of the ninth grade graduates entered 
High school, now 100 per cent. have so entered. There is nothing 
in the plan or detail of the work of today that bears much resem- 
blance to that of the former period; whether the change is for 
‘better or for worse’’ I leave for others to say, merely remarking 
in passing that the reputation of Berlin schools is not confined to 
New Hampshire or New England. Superintendents of otherschools 
come here for the purpose of studying our work and they endeavor 
to establish similar work for themselves. 

This reputation for excellence we must maintain and though 
much has been accomplished, there are possibilities that far exceed 
past accomplishments and they are wholly within the ability of this 
city to realize. Our expenses are not excessive; in fact the cost 
per capita, as well as the cost per pupil, is far less than in many 
other places where much less is accomplished. 

There has been a substantial increase in the salaries of teachers 
and the city is getting a full equivalent for this increase. It has 
now reached a point in the development of our schools when the 
new teacher, if inexperienced, must be of exceptional ability or she 
must have had experience in other than mediocre schools, if she is 
to hold the work up. 

I believe there is not a better teaching force in New England, 
and in this opinion I have corroborative evidence of a high order 
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from an educator from another state who has had wide experience. 
In loyalty to the city and schools they are above reproach. All 
this has been made possible by the Board of Education who have 
invariably turned down the incompetent and re-elected successful 
teachers. At times we have lost teachers through higher salaries 
or when manifestly: better opportunities have been presented; 
notably the past year when Miss Murray accepted a splenaid posi- 
tion as teaciier in the State Normal school; but in general the 
Board have increased salaries in accordance with a defiite salary 
plan, until today they hold teachers such as we need. 

Once more IJ wish to call your attention to some comparative 
Statistics. The figures are taken from the latest report of the 
Bureau of Education at Washington.

This table means that each individual in HKerlin pays less for the 
support of schools than is paid in any other city in the state, indeed 
he pays only three-fifths as much as the average citizen in the 
state, 36 percent. as much as the average in Massachusetts, and 
only one-third as much as the average in New York. 

The cost per pupil for maintaining schools is another test of 
economical management provided the schools are efficient. Of 
course asystem of very poor schools might be maintained at a low 
cost, but since Berlin schools, so far as I know, are not considered 
by anyone to be below the standard of the best in the state these 
figures are convincing :

This showing is a favorable one and is a sufficient answer to’the 
occasionally heard criticism that there is extravagance in this 
department. 


Plays and Games Used at the Recess Hour. 

For the past two summers my work with the Pittsburg Play- 
ground Association has convinced me that the mental, as well as 
the physical development of children, may be accomplished through 
the play instinct, which is very strong in all normal children. 

This form of educational activity has been carefully studied by 
Supt. Geo. E. Johnson of Pittsburgh, Pa., and his investigations 
have been embodied in a book, the title of which is ‘‘Education 
Through Plays and Games.’’ This book we have placed in the 
hands of every grade teacher and we have also provided a limited 
amount of apparatus for the simpler games adapted to the higher 
grades. The result has been nothing less than wonderful. 

The usual difficulties which have made the recess a source of 
trouble both to teachers and pupils have almost disappeared and 
the interest and enthusiasm with which these semi-organized plays 
have been taken up confirms the opinion formed at Pittsburgh, 
that children learn to adjust mind and muscle, train the judgment 
and gain will-power more readily, through games than through 
any other channel. ; 

The plan, so far as worked out, consists of out-door basket-ball, 
for the eighth grade girls; foot-ball and baseball for the seventh 
and eighth grade boys; volley-ball for the sixth and seventh grade 
boys and girls; medicine-ball, stride-ball and relay races for the 
fifth grades. Below the fifth grade, the games are mostly without 
apparatus, although bean-bags and quoits are being used, and 
many other similar games. 

Teachers have noted and spoken of the change in the school 
spirit and of the beneficial effect upon discipline, brought about 
through the adoption of this work. It only remains for us to adapt 
and adjust this work and above all, keep it full of that spontaneity 
which must always characterize true play. 
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Manual Training. 


It is now almost five years since the first class in Sloyd first 
entered the manual training room in the old Marstonschool. There 
has not been a single moment when the success of the movement 
has been in doubt. From the first the interest of the classes has 
been a sure guaranty of results. One of the immediate effects was 
the check on that too common falling out of school in the two 
higher classes. Boysin the seventh and eighth grades, now plan 
and expect to remain in school and the Sloyd work is, to a consider- 
able degree, the controling cause. This truth is evidenced by the 
large number of requests of the sixth grade pupils to be allowed to 
take Sloyd, andit is now time to consider plans for making this 
possible. 


Two Plans For Improving the Course. 


One of the two plans should be adopted: either the girls should 
be given a course in domestic science, sewing, cooking, etc., and 
the wood work confined to the boys, in which case the three upper 
grades could be taken care of, or provisions should be made to 
handle all of the girls and boys in these same three grades. 

Educationally considered, the latter is the better policy. Girls, 
more than boys, need the Sloyd training. It gives an adjustment 
to the larger muscles, strengthens the back and arms, straightens 
the shoulders and it also causes mental action of a nature 
which tends towards the establishment of that peculiar quality 
known as ‘‘gumption,’’ as much needed by girls as boys. 

I should be sorry to recommend or see the girls deprived of the 
splendid physical and mental training of thesloyd room, but practi- 
cal and.administrative considerations, point to the first alternative. 

There is need of a course in domestic science in the High school, 
for thére the radical changes which mark the period of addolescence 
demand a different course for girls than for boys. If a course in 
domestic science is to be a part of the High school work so that 
girls as well as boys, may have a choice, then the logical thing to 
do is to start the work in the grades, the same teacher supervising 
both. From the standpoint of economy, this is the better course 
also. 

During the last half-year, a considerable change has been made 
in the models used in the sloyd room and as soon as possible, other 
improvements will be attempted. The reason for this is, that local 
requirements and the needs of the pupil, both in the home and in 
the Mechanics Arts Course, call for a somewhat different type of 
activity than were demanded where the sloyd models and methods

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originated. If wecan start the tool work in the sixth grade and 
continue it for three years, much of the elementary cabinet work of 
the first year of the High school -an be accomplished in the grades, 
leaving almost a year for yet more advanced work in the M. A. 
department. 


There is not apparent at present, any limit to the possibilities of 
this department and when I contrast the so-called Mechanics Arts 
course that I took in college, thirty years ago, with that now taken 
by the boys in the Berlin High school, I am amazed at the infinite 
‘Superiority of the latter over the former. Then I “‘studied’’ the 
engine lathe from a picture in a book of somewhat ancient origin 
and under teachers who neither understood nor could use it. We 
“read’’ that certain colors in tempering steel indicated degrees of 
hardness, suited to various uses, but we never ‘‘saw’’ these colors 
or ‘‘tested’’ the hardness and so on to the end of the farce. Con- 
trast with this the work that our boys are doing in cabinet making, 
as shown by cuts number one, two, three, four, five and six, wood 
turning, where all sorts of things are made from wood. /Patlern 
making, fora purpose, see cut eight. Forging; At the anvil the 
metal is worked into the form desired, and if of steel, is tempered 
and tried. Lathe work; On this ‘‘king among the machinists 
touls,’’ the engine lathe, metal is turned, drilled, tapered and 
polished. Here measurements as fine as 1-1000 and even 1-10000 of 
an inch are made ; wood may be forced to a fit if too large, but 
iron and steel must be exact in size if they are to fit and the pupil 
soonlearnsthisfrom experience. JMuzlling; On the milling machine 
very intricate wo: kings of metal are accomplished ; taps and reamers 
are fluted as wel] as slots smoothed, holes bored and-gears cut ; 
indeed with the last two named machines and a fair amount of 
gumption, almost anything can be made out of metal. 


This work carries with it a need of mathematics. To draft a gear 
requires accurate computation and to make a gear requires close 
working to the measurements computed. It will not be surprising 
under the stress of this necessity for mathamatical knowledyze, if a 
considerable range of algebra and geometry and propably trigono- 
metry, now deferred until the college course, finds its way back 
into the High school. 

The cuts herewith presented are loaned by the Department of 
Public Instruction and the Bureau of Labor and are presented in 
the hope that many of our citizens who have never visited the High 
school, may get an idea of the work as well as the equipment. 

In two years more, if the present rate of progress is maintained, 
whe shall have demonstrated the practicability of an industrial 
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education, that is as broad in every essential as are the traditional 
courses that have so long dominated the high schools, and shall 
haveavoided going to the other extreme, the so-called ‘‘vocational 
education’’ that violates every prnciple of pedagogy as applied to 
high school pupils and undermines every tradition of our social and 
governmental fabric, dividing society into classes. 

It is evident to me now, that the High school can and should 
accomplish practically all that our state colleges are now doing on 
the manipulative side, leaving the colleges to devote moreand more 
of their time and effort to technical work, and I expect tosee credit: 
‘given in these colleges for this extra work so that the pupils may 
come earlier into remunerative servicein the great industries, while 
for those boys who cannot afford a college course, I am sure this 
shop training will prove a stepping stone to success in life enabling 
them to forge ahead of their untrained associates into positions of 
responsibility. 

During the last two and one-half years, the value of the things 

constructed in our Mechanics Arts shop has been near’y or quite 
$700 and this value the City has saved, because the things made 
have been used in equipping every department of the school. Some 
of the cuts herewith presented show a part of the product. Con- 
cerning the cost of equipment, I quote from the Biennial report of 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
— ‘‘The mechanic art work at the Berlin High school is discussed 
at length because it illustrates how much can be done without 
costly buildings and expensive machinery. So far as expense of 
installation is concerned, the same could be done in every city and 
village in New Hampshire whose needs would warrant a mechanic 
arts course at all.’’ 


Cost of Books and Supplies. 


The relative cost of books and supplies this year and last shows 
a substantial saving,

The total saving on these two items has been £298.17. 

The cost of instruction not including supervision has increased 
as would be expected when we consider the increase in teachers 
salaries. Last year the cost per pupil in the grades was $10.39, 
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this year it is $10.95. Inthe High school last year the same item 
was $32 86 while this year it is $37.54. This increase is the result of 
the addition of one teacher for about two-thirds time, a step that 
was absolutely necessary. 

In this connection I wish to recommend an increase in the tuition 
charged to pupils from outside. The actual cost of instruction, 
janitor's services, supervision, fuel, books and supplies, electricity, 
water, etc., amounts to more than $50.00 per pupil, and I recom- 
mend that beginning with next term the tuition be placed at $1.30 
per week or; $49.40 per year. 


A Mechanic Arts Museum. 

An important part of any education that has to do with materials 
and processes is an opportunity to see the raw materials and know 
their source, as well as see the various steps between this and the 
finished product. It is not possible of course to visit many manu- 
facturing establishments but it is possible to gradually build upa 
museum showing the results of processes. 

Through the kind assistance of Mr. Chandler of Chandler & 
Farquhar of Boston we have received a valuable collection of 
materials and products of the Norton Co. of Worcester, Mass., 
showing how grinding wheels and other like machine shop access- 
aries are made, and from the Nickerson File Co. we have every 
step in file making illustrated from the steel blank to the tempered 
‘mill file. ' 

Cabinets are being. made to exhibit these things and in timea 
valuable collection can be secured with little or no expense. 


School Room Decoration. 

For two years now entertainments have been given by the grade 
pupils, the net proceeds going to establish a picture tund. This 
fund now is close to $200.00 and we have recently ordered and 
received asplendid lot of framed pictures which will be hung within 
a few days,thus commencing a much needed system of schoo] room 
decoration which future efforts onthe part of the pupils can easily 
develop until our otherwise splendid school rooms become suitably 
provided with pictures, the educational value of which is unques- 
tioned. 

Again I wish to recommend that provision be made for suitably 
ventilating the Brown school house; the conditions there are, I 
believe, too unsanitary to be much longer justified on any ground 


and I hope provision will be made whereby about $1000 may 


become available for this improvement. —

Principal’s Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1909. 
Supt. George H. Whitcher: 

Dear Sir: I consider it most complimentary to the spirit of vital 
interest in the school that of the possible 111 of last year’s students, 
eligible to return this year, 106 did return and that from an enroll- 
ment this year to date uf 175, 93 boys and 82 yirls, 173 are now in 
school, two girls having moved out of the city. The number of 
pupils in the classes and respective courses are as follows:

At the close of the school year last year, four of the teaching 
corps of the High school, much to my regret, resigned for various 
reasons. It seemed at that time that a changein the teaching 
force would seriously hinder the rapid advance toward better con- 
ditions that had been, and was being made. I am pleased to 
report, however, that the new teachers are more than fulfilling my 
expectations ;and Ido not hesitate to say that the High school 
teaching force at present is the most efficient one, taken as a whole, 
since my connection with the school. 

Every department of the school is under an enthusiastic teacher 
and it has never been my pleasure to teach with so large a per cent. 
of pupils who are so interested in their work, and so enthusiasti- 
cally interested, as I see now in this school. -This speaks well for 
both teachers and pupils. 


We are not satisfied, however, with all the existing conditions. 
There are still too many indifferent pupils; there would be too 
many if there was but one; too many with bad habits and low 
ideals; too many who do such unsatisfactory work that it meaus 
repetition for them and hence a prolonged course before gradua- 
tion; too many whose parents are indifferent as to what they are 
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doing in school and allow them to go out evenings when and where 
they please. The evenings in consequence are spent anywhere 
but at home, and the school work the next day suffers. The pupil 
fails to meet requirements and is not promoted in one or two 
studies, perhaps not inany. When not promoted inany theinjury, 
if any, ischiefly to the pupil himself. When promoted in one or 
two and not in others it necessitates the pupil being in two or more 
classes. This makes serious complications in arranging the school 
program as well as arranging the size of the classes for best effici- 
ency. Because of such complications this year, some of our best 
students are the ones to suffer; and partly because of this the 
School Board has been obliged tohire an extrateacher. It is aques- 
tion in my mind whetner the City shou!d be compelled to hire extra 
teachers because of some students who cou/d do their work but 
because of indifference, lack of pride, and failure to appreciate 
their opportunities, do zo? do it. 


A most radical change has been made this year in tne method of 
teaching Latin and French in both the first and second years, but 
especially in the beginners classes. The method may well be 
called the ‘‘Natural and reasonable method’’ for it is in facta 
reasonable way to teach and certainly a natural way. It isin line 
also with the method used in the grades, in teaching to read 
English; so that children coming from the grades to the High 
school and taking upa new language, find themselves learning it 
just as they learned their own. The new language isin conse- 
quence freed in part from its strangeness and to a large degree 
from its difficulties. 


The result of the experiment with this method has exceeded my 
expectations. The progress in learning these languages has been 
remarkable. At this date the amount of connected Latin and 
French read by the beginners classes, and nearly all of it at sight 
as the method requires, far exceeds what would be read in an entire 
year by the old method. If the method had no other recommenda- 
tion it would be enough that it has vitalized both Latin and French, 
Latin more than French probably, as it needed it more. With me 
the problem today in Latin at least, is not how to arouse interest 
andenthusiasm but how to restrain the enthusiasm aroused by 
the intense interest; a remarkable thing to say about a first year 
Latin class, but true nevertheless. I anticipate that the method 
will enable us to read in three years the same amount of Latin and 
French that now takes four years to read. 

A change has recently been inaugurated in the method of taking 
up English, which we hope will enable us to do what we always 
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have been supposed to do, but have in my opinion signally failed 
in, viz: to create a love for the best literature. It is too early for 
me to report results from this method, but I am anticipating that 
they will be highly satisfactory under Miss La Dame's direction, 
and that in another year a decided success may be reported. 

The graduating class of last year numbered 22, the largest in 
the history of the school. Five have gone to college or some 
advanced school and are maintaining an excellent standing. Most 
of the others have secured good positions in the city. 

It is my purpose this year to apply tor approval from the New 
England College Entrance Board that graduates of the Berlin High 
school may enter the New England colleges without examinations. 
Because of the excellent work done here and the good’standing of 
our graduates I expect to obtain this approval. 

We now have eight teachers in the High school; nevertheless 
the Algebra, Geometry, French and English classes are too large 
to secure the best efficiency. The indications point to a very large 
entering class next September, which with those already in school 
will bring our number above 200. This number will absolutely 
necessitate a ninth teacher and tor maximum efficiency, a tenth. 

In closing this report, I desire to bear testimony to the increasing 
efficiency of those coming to the High school each year from the 
grades. There has been great improvement in this respect since 
three years ago.

Report of Police Commission. 


To His Excellency, the Governor of the State of New Hampshire, 
and to Fis Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 
of Berlin: 


In accordance with the requirements of chapter 160 of the Session 
laws of 1905, we submit our annual report ending December 31, 
1908. 

With the exception of discharging one of the patrolmen whose 
place has not yet been filied, and appointing four additional special 
policemen, there has been no material changes in the police force 
from last year. The entire police force to-day consists of city mar- 
shal, assistant city marshal, five regular patrolman, 21 special police 
officers, two constables and one dog constable. 

We have endeavored to keep pace with constantly varying condi- 
tions in the department, always keeping in mind the demands of 
economy, consistent with efficient service and the protection of our 
citizens and property.

Department of City Poor. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1909, 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit the report of the Department 
of City Poor for the year ending February 15, 1909, and in connec- 
tion thereto I desire to call your attention to the fact that lam 
responsible only for what has been done since I assumed the office 
on September 1, 1908. You are aware that an appropriation was 
made for the year of $2000. This amount would have been more 
than sufficient if it had been expended properly, and while I do not 
wish to criticize in any way personally, the former overseer of poor 
whose unexpired term I am filling, in justice to myself and what 
has been accomplished since I took charge of the work on Septem- 
ber 1, it seems to me proper that you should know just what has 
been done, and in what condition | found matters, 

In six and one-half months there had been expended $1,485.22, 
leaving a balance of the appropriation of only $514.78 to finish the 
remaining five and one-half months of the year, Upon investigas 
tion I found the city had been expending quite a large sum for the 
support of county paupers which might have been recovered trom 
the County if proper affidavits had been taken in each case, and 
notice been given to the county commissioners of assistance ren- 
dered. I visited the commissioners in session at the Colebrook 
court, placed the matter before them and requested them to come 
to Berlin and investigate the situation, which they did at a later 
date, and they took over every case that belonged to the county 
from September 1, and have supported them since at the expense 
of the county. This stopped the leak but should of course have 
been done earlier in the year. The appropriation consequently is 
overrun a very little, but at the present time our city charges are 
in a comfortable condition, and their cost of maintenance reason- 
able. 

In recommending an appropriation for the coming year I base 
my estimate upon what cases we have at present, and what new 
ones are liable to come, assuming of course that the overseer of 
poor discharges his duties with a proper understanding and knowl- 
edge of the pauper laws, and ina prudent manner, I believe that 
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the sum of $1500 will be sufficient unless some unusual condition 
arises. In various ways J] have been assured of appreciation by 
the city government in my efforts to put this department upona 
business basis, and I desire to thank those who in any manner have 
assisted. The Courcil has purchased and maintain a bed at the St. 
Louis hospital and at the present time it is occupied by a pauper 
case.

Water. 


Occasionally the water company is obliged to pump water from 
the river. The analysis of the river water showed the presence of 
the colon bacillus, therefore the water company should find some 
way of notifying the people when such water is to be pumped from 
the river. Boiling of the water would then prevent the typhoid 
fever. 


Milk. 


We find the following remarks in a report of the board of health 
of.a progressive city: 

‘*Probably no more needed regulations could have been made 
than those in regard to the milk supply of the city. No article of 
human food is capable of such rapid deterioration and so sensative 
to contaminations which render it unsafe for consumption. The re- 
cognized perquisites to its reaching the consumer in fit form for use 
are: It shall be milkedfrom healthy, well fed and watered cows; that 
the milking should be conducted under such conditions and arrange-

ments as preclude any contamination of the milk from dirty cows, 
unclean stable surroundings, the person or utensils of the milkman 
or {rom contagious diseases as typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and 
diphtheria existing on the premises; that immediately following 
milking it should be strained, aerated, cooled to 50 degrees F., 
placed in clean containers for transportation, and delivered to the 
consumer within 12 hours from time of milking. In the system of 
inspection the following features were emphasized: 1, healthy 
cows; 2, sanitary surroundings; 3, clean methods; 4, healthy 
attendants.”’ 

It is needless to say what condition our milk supply, as a whole, 
has been in. Itis safe tosay that many producers are furnishing 
us an excellent quality of milk, while on the other hand filthy milk 
has been found in many instances. 


Antitoxin. 


Owing to the fact that the great majority of the people of Berlin 
are of the laboring class, the board of health has made it a rule to 
furnisn the antitoxin in cases of diphtheria, as the price is still pro- 
hibitive to common people. Lately a good, reliable house has put 
on themarket a board of health antitox'n, a little less concentrated 
but as efficacious as the high priced one, and this antitoxin can be 
bought for about 60 per cent. less than the other kind. We con- 
stantly keep it on hand. 

Sixty school children have been vaccinated duriny the year.

Report of the City Engineer. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15, 1909, 
To His Honor thr Mayor and City Council of the Citv of Berlin: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit to you the annual re- 
port of the department of City Engineer. 


The work in this department the past year consisted mostly along 
lines of the general routine of city work, and I have kept accurate 
records of all work done in the way of lines and grades for sewers, 
sidewalks, streets, and maps for our City Solicitor. I have made 
several reports to your Honorable Body on several matters of an 
engineering ature, all of which follows in detail. 


For sewers, I laid out and gave lines and grades for construction 
in Mannering, Broad, Hinchey streets and Fifth avenue, which 
sewers consist of 406 feet of 10 inch, 120 feet of 8 inch, and 507 feet 
of 6inch pipe, together with seven manholes ne essary for con- 
struction. 


Madigan street and Fifth avenue, 215 feet of 8 inch and 375 feet 
of 6 inch pipe and one manhole. 


Mechanic, Pleasant, Green and Union streets, 580 feet of 18 inch 
pipe, with the construction of five manholes and three catch- 
basins. 

Green and Main streets, 264 feet of 10 inch pipe, with the con- 
struction of two manholes and one catch-basin. 

Willard street, 80 feet of 6 inch pipe and one manhole. 

Portland street, 325 feet of 6 inch pipe and three manholes. 

Hillside avenue and Church street. 240 feet of 20 inch and 410 
feet of 15 inch storm water sewer and the construction of four 
catch-basins. 

Hemiock and State streets, 318 feet of 6 inch pipe and three man- 
holes. 

Goebel, Merrimack and Champlain st:eets, 116 feet of 10 inch, 
250 feet of 8 inch and 315 feet of 6 inch pipe, and the construction 
of five manholes and three catch-basins. 

Hutchins street, to Blanchard & Twitchell outlet sewer, 850 feet 
of 8 inch pipe, and the construction of four manholes. 

Sweeden street, 178 feet of 6 inch pipe. 
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Above sewers are all laid to a true line and grade, and their posi- 
tions in the streets as weil as the location of the branches are care- 
fully located. ;

Main street, at Gilbert and Beaudoin blocks, 276 feet. 

Brown avenue, 312 feet. 

Plans were made for the construction of two bridges over Dead 
river, one at Pleasant street and and one at Hillside avenue, and 
lines and grades given for the construction of same, 

I have endeavored to us32 the utmost care in above work and feel 
as though what work has been done by this department is labor 
well spent.

Report of Building Inspector.

During the past year this office has issued twenty-seven building 
permits. This number includes permission in eight cases to alter 
or repair buildings, while nineteen permits for new buildings were 
issued. 

‘There have been a few cases where repairs and alterations in the 
‘‘fire district’? have been made without permits, and as this is a 
pretty hard matter to apprehend under the present building laws, 
I would recommend that it be made compulsory on the part of the 
several contractors and builders, that they file with the building 
inspector a certificate of proposed alterations or additions at least 
ten days before work is commenced, so that eacli case can be 
looked into and reported on to the City Council. If this were done 
the plea of ignorance on the part of owners, of the building laws of 
our city, would be obviated. .

REPORT OF SEWER COMMISSIONER. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 15th, 1908. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit to you the annual 
report of the office of Sewer Commissioner. 


The work performed by this department on the construction and 
maintenance of sewers during the past year has been of great mag- 
nitude and far more sewers were laid than were anticipated and 
the overdraft on appropriation of $8::00 is due mainly to the change 
in sewers and drains that have existed in the vicinity of the 
McNally and Jolbert properties. A decree of the court ordered 
these sewers tu be relaid or discontinued and your honorable body 
saw fit to have them discontinued and new routes established; 
accordingly there was iaid from the Goebel jroperty on Union 
street to the outfall sewer in Mechanic street in 18 inch sewer, 580 
feet long, at a cost of $976.18. The building of this sewer in my 
judgment, will guard the city against any further cause for damage 
from the flooding of property caused by the old sewer and drain. 
It also became necessary to establish a new course for the sewerage 
running from the property in postoffice square and 264 feet of 10 
inch sewer was laid trom the existing manhole in Green street 
opposite, the New Revere House along Green and Main streets to 
the outfall sewer between the McHugh and Gilbert blocks. The 
cost of the sewer was very high owing to care which had to be exer- 
cised in blasting and amounted to a total cost of $1,206.25, of which 
the Berlin Water Co. are to pay one half exclusive of the cost of the 
pipe and manholes. On the whole the laying of these sewers, while 
rather expensive as a first cost will no doubt cause a cessation of 
litigation which has heretofore existed in this vicinity. 

A trunk sewer was built in Mannering, Broad, Hinchey streets 
and Fou:th avenue at a total cost of $2,460.80. ‘he sewer consists 
of 406 feet of 10 inch pipe, 120 feet of 8 inch and 507 feet of 6 inch 
pipe, making a total length of 1033 feet. Branches were left at 
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intervals and the same are located so that they can be easily found 
when desired. 


A portion of the sewer in Madigan street was taken up and relaid 
to accomodite the connection of a sewer in Fifth avenue. This 
sewer has a total length of 590 feet consisting of 215 feet of 8 inch 
pipe and 375 feet of 6 inch pipe, the total cost being $267.72. 

Willard Street sewer was extended a distance of 80 feet northerly 
from the residence of James Malloy and is 6inch pipe. The total 
cost of this piece was $44.09. ji 

A new sewer was laid in Portland street from estate of Catherine 
E. Green to Willard street a distance of 325 feet of 6 inch pipe and 
cost $119.75. 

A new sewer was built in Hemlock and State streets, 318 feet of 
6 inch pipe at a total cost of $171.50. 

A continuation of the surface drain system from High street up 
Hil'side avenue and church street was constructed and consists of 
240 feet of 20 inch and 410 feet of 15 inch pipe and cost $454.00. 
This system should be extended further along Church street and 
up Hillside avenue at an early date, as great damage is done the 
streets and property in that vicinity from storm water. 

The system on the east side which was started in the year 1907 
along Goebel street was continued to Merrimack and Champlain 
streets and consists of 116 feet of 10 inch, 250 feet of 8inch and 315 
feet of 6 inch pipe and cost $865.10. This sewer supplies a much 
needed want. 

A sewer was laid in Hutchins street from a point near the Blanch- 
ard & Sons railroad along Hutchins street and across lots to 
Blanchard & Sons private sewer a distance of 850 feet of 8 inch pipe 
and cost $521 75. 

A sewer was laidin Sweden street from Eighth street, a distance 
of 178 feet of 6 inch pipe and cost $76.50. 

A continuation of the brook drain from Eighth street at Finland 
street was built of 30 inch pipe. A length of 215 feet was laid and 
cost $180.75. The laying of tiiis sewer will protect the hill on 
Eighth street as well as the adjoining property. 

The storm sewer in Maple street was relaid and 316 feet of 8 inch 
pipe replaced at a cost of $83.50. 

A new sewer was built in Stafford street from Burgess street to 
Hillsboro street, a distance of 216 feet of 6 inch pipe being laid ata 


cost of $116.15. 

The sewer running from Burgess street to the culvert under the 
Boston & Maine railroad was relaid, as the former sewer was con- 
siderably broken and stopped up. This was replaced by 10 inch 
pipe and 95 feet was laid at a cost of $33.50. 
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Eighty-three house connections were made during the year. 

Various lengths of sewers were laid for conveying water across 
streets in different parts of the city. In all a total length of pipe 
amounting to 6491 line feet was laid. 

I would suggest that a sewer be built as early as possible in Ger- 
man and Cambridge streets also one in Spruce street. 

In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks to your Honorable 
Body and the citizens in general for the support I have received the 
past year.

Report of Street Commissioner. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 17, 1909, 


To His Honor the Mayor and Gentlemen of the City Council, Berlin, 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit to your Honorable Body 
the annual report of the Street Commissioner of the City of Berlin. 

The work accomplished by this department the past year, while 
not of great extent, I believe is in the nature of permanency, and 
hope that all future work done on our streets will be along the same 
lines. While in parts of the city the streets are mostly founded on 
ledge, I think that with proper care in building they can be made 
to keep their shape, and by keeping the grades built up so as to 
shed water to the gutters there is not any reason why we cannot be 
placed on an equal footing with other up-to-date municipalities in 
the way of streets and sidewalks. 

Following is a list of street grades towards the line of perma- 
nency, and approximate costs of same: 


Street or Avenue. Length. Cost. Material.

In addition to above a small amount of work was done on the 
roads in the outlying districts, and this was in the nature of repairs 
only. ; 

I would suggest that a deal of attention be paid the county roads 
the coming season, and would recommend that the Milan road be 
put in first-class condition. By reducing the grades and filling up 
the hollows with material from the hills I should say thet the entire 
road from the Milan line to Paine bridge could be put in first-class 
condition for $3,500. ; 

The condition of Main street in the central part of the city is very 
poor, and while in the past endeavors have been made to macad- 
amize this portion, I think this method of road ‘building for such 
heavy traffic as the street is subject to, to be inadequate. By pav- 
ing a portion of the street each year with one of the various pave- 
ments on the market, in a very few years we could have a street 
that would be accredit to ourcommunity. For instance, by setting 
aside say $5,000, a distance of 1000 feet could be paved, ora dis- 
tance equal to the section from Postoffice square to the Berlin Sav- 
ings Bank and Trust Co. If the city does see fit to order this 
paving done, the type of rail now being used by the street rail- 
way company will have to be changed. 

A great length of sidewalk curbing and tar concreteing was done 
the past year, as will appear by the following table:

New sidewalk, 60 cents per square yard. 
Crossings, 85 cents per square yard. 
Resurfaceing, 45 cents per square yard. 


Under the head of sidewalks. I would recommend a sidewalk be 
built from the end of the present walk on Second avenue to and 
along Hillside avenue to Willard street. This walk would accomo- 
date a large number of school children, as well as the public in 
general. 

I would also recommend that the sidewalk in Berlin Mills village 
be completed, as this walk isa really dire necessity for the people 
of that part of the city. 

Two new bridges were built, one on Pleasant street at a cost of 
$1,735, and one on Hillside avenue at a cost of $1,316.50. The 
bridge on Pleasant street is one of concrete construction, and buiit 
according to modern methods for such structures. The Hillside 
avenne bridge 1s not quite completed and 1 would recommend that 
the bridge be completed and the filling done at both abutments, 
This filling can be made from the grading of the hill near Hemlock 
street. 

The streets in the vicinity of the Cascades should receive atten- 
tention as soon as the frost leaves the ground. 

A new sprinkler should be purchased to sprinkle streets on West 
side. 

In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks for courtesy shown and
